day or two, when it will be found 
to have become about the consist- 
ency of varnish. 


Overloading Tires.

be in the tank. As water goes to 
the bottom, it will drain immediate- 
ly the cock is opened.

Locating Missing Cylinders. 


Every driver should learn how to 


locate 
a 
missing 
cylinder. 
The 


screw-driver method is the best. Run 
the engine throttled down, and short- 
circuit each plug in turn by resting 
the end of the screw driver on the 
cylinder and leaning the side of the 
blade against the head of the plug 
If the engine slows down that is a 
live cylinder. 
If it does not affec 


the running of the enine, it is a dead 
cylinder. The test works best on a 
four-cylinder engine. 


Operating-a Car Over Bad Roads. 
Throw out the clutch when about 


to go over a bump in the road. 
It 


is surprising- how much easier the 
car rides when this is done. 
The 


car merely coasts over it instead of 
beinp driven, and so the shock is re- 
duced. 
It" there is room, it is well 


to approach such obstructions at an 
angle; then only one wheel strikes 
it at a time, and the shock is still 
further reduced. 


The Cooling System. 


The function of the automobile en- 


gine's cooling- system is not to cool 
the gases, which explode Jn the 
cylinders, as is often supposed, but 
to keep the walls of the cylinders 
from overheating.

Proper Pressure of Brakes. 


Brakes must be so adjusted tha 


with a moderate pressure on the foo 
pedal they will stop the car bwt wil 
not lock the wheels, but should oper 
ate so that with additional pressure 
they will grip sufficiently to lock the 
wheels when required. Brakes which 
art too quickly will cause premature 
I wear of the rear tires, and if they 


:ve not quick enough of action, the 
car and its passengers will be in 
langer whenever 
the 
brakes are 


ca'lled upon to stop the car. Great 
pressure should not be necessary to 
operate them efficiently.
